VALUE OF PRODUCTION. 

Except for manufacturing production, the values 
hown in the next table are gross, i.e., the value 
Jaced on recorded production at the wholesale prices 
revailing in the principal markets of each State. 


3961.—3 
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This gross value includes, therefore, all costs incurreg 
in the production of goods and their transpose 
to market, : 
Efforts are being made to eliminate these pro. 
duction costs from the recorded values of production 
in the several branches of industry, and thus pl; 
the values on a net basis, i.e., the value accruing 
those concerned in the industry—workers, pro. 
prietors and providers of capital—after excluding 
costs incurred in the process of production. Of this, 
further details are shown in Production Bulletin 
No. 27, 1932-33. Manufacturing production, hoy. 
ever, is on a net basis in the table shown. 
The value of production, is, therefore, composed of — 
gross values for primary industries and net value fop 
mannfacturing and consequently must beaccepted only 
as a rough index of the change from time to time, 
The exaggeration of the gross values showa 
however, counteracted by the omission of certain 
items such as local consumption of rabbits (meat — 
aud skins); certain pastoral by-products for which 
only exports are included. In Forestry there ig 
omitted the value of round timber from alienated 
lands, and the value of wood consumed as fuel ig 
not quite satisfactory. Similarly details of the value of 
production of Fisheries are incomplete in some cases, — 
The vahie of construction works, roads, &¢c., and | 
buildings is not included nor is the production by 
individuals or establishments which are not classed ag 
factories. 
The values shown in the Mining Division are also 
unsatisfactory, because in some cases they are the 
gross values of the metal contents of ores. In such 
cases the cost of treatment may be substantial, 
There is also some duplication iu the mining and i 
the manufacturing industries in connexion with 
metal refining and ore reduction. | 
These facts indicate that, as already pointed out, 
the total value of recorded production must be 
accepted with considerable reserve.
